|Post Office Will Observe 157th 


i 


Anniversary; Flag Is Ordered Up 





On Tuesday, the Upland post 
office will join with the other 
offices in the United States in 
celebrating the 157th anniver- 
sary o fthe establishment of the 
federal postal system. Benja- 
min Franklin was named the 
first postmaster general, July 
26, 1775. During the first year 
the revenue for the department 
was $37,000.. according to Lor- 
ing N. Kirk, Iocal postmaster, 
who told of the plans for the 
national event. 

Lobby of the local office will 
be decorated in keeping with 
the occasion, he said, explain- 
ing this is the first time the 
postal department has _ ob- 
served an anniversary. The de- 
partment’s revenue is now $700,- 


000,000 annually, 
persons employed.

FOURTEEN YEARS AGO
